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THE  LSCOMPTES 

Anthony  LeCompte,  a  native  of  tho  Province  of  Picardy 
in  France,  left  that  country  about  the  time  of  the  conflict 

* 

between  Richelieu,  the  Prime  Minister  and  Dictator  of  France, 

and  the  Huguenots,  near  the  close  of  the  religious  wars  and 

persecutions  there*  He  sought  refuge  in  England,  family 

tradition  states  that  while  there  he  served  in  the  English 

army  for  eleven  years,  where  he  won  military  distinction  and 

royal  titles.  He  married  a  French  lady  in  London,  named 

Esther  Doatloan.  Sometime  before  1655,  he  and  his  family 

came  to  Maryland  and  probably  settled  in  Calvert  or  St,  Maryfs 

County,  Land  records  show  that  on  February  7th,  1655,  Antonie 

LeCompte  assigned  his  right  to  200  acres  of  land  due  him  to 

Ishmael  Wright  (Land  Office  Lib.  4  folio  440). 

In  1657,  a  charge  in  Calvert  County  was  300  pounds  of 

tobacco  paid  Anthony  LeCompte  for  killing  three  wolves. 

In  1659,  Anthony  LeCompte  was  granted  a  patent  for 

700  acres  of  land  on  Choptank  River  in  Horne  Bay;  it  was 

surveyed  August  13th,  1659  for  800  acres,  and  named  MSt. 

♦ 

Anthonia"  or  "Antonine" •  At  that  time,  ten  years  before 

Dorchester  County  was  established,  very  few  white  people  had 

* 

settled  in  that  part  of  the  Eastern  Shore,  while  Indians  were 
plentiful  and  daring  in  roving  bands.  As  Mr.  LeCompte  had 
brought  a  number  of  white  servants  and  a  quantity  of  arms  to 
his  new  settlement,  he  fortified  it  for  protection,  and  when 

0 

the  savages  came  menacing  near,  he  would  disperse  them  by 
firing  his  large  guns,  and  it  is  said,  killed  some  of  them. 
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He  was  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  Dorchester 
County  1669-71,  (Md,  Archives  V52  Lib.  C.  D.  folio  431) 

He  died  in  September  or  October,  1673,  and  widow 
Esther,  subsequently  married  Mark  Cordea.  In  the  Archives 
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of  Maryland  (V.  II,  P  P,  400-402)  is  a  petition  for  the 
naturalization  of  a  number  of  persons  of  foreign  birth  residing 
in  Maryland,  and  mong  them  are  named  the  widow  and  children  of 
Anthony  LeCompte#  It  is  there  stated  that  Anthony  was  born  in 
Pio&rdy,  in  the  Kingdom  of  France,  hi&  Wife  Ester,  at  Dieppe 
in  Normandy,  and  their  children  John, Moses,  Philip,  Anthony, 
Satsr  and  Catherine,  in  the  Province  of  Maryland. 

There  is  a  further  reference  to  the  family  in  the 
Chancery  Records,  17th  of  July  1680;  Mark  Cordea  and  Ester, 
his  wife  executrix  of  Anthony  LeCompte,  deceased  are  summoned 
to  answer  the  complaint  of  Henry  Fox  and  Ester,  his  wife,  one 
of  the  daughters  of  the  said  Anthony  LeCompte  (Chancery  Lib, 

C.  D.  folio  273) • 

LeCompte !s  Creek,  a  tributary  of  Choptank  River  on

which  he  settled,  took  its  name  from  him,  it  makes  into  what 
is  called  "Castle  Haven  Neck". 

One  Horn  who  came  over  with  said  Anthony  LeCompte  from 
the  Potomac  River,  settled  and  took  up  land  a  little  farther  up 
the  river  and  gave  the  title  of  Horns  Point  to  the  land,  and 
bay  adjacent-Horn  Day.

Now  comes  the  branch  from  whom  we  are  descendants, 
though  very  distant.  1st  Moses,  second  son  of  Monsieur  and 
Esther,  his  wife,  married  Mary  Skinner,  and  the  account  of  the 
family  drawn  up  in  1819  by  Thomas  and  Daniel  LeCompte,  who  were 
sons  of  William  and  Grandsons  of  this  Moses,  the  1st,  states 
that  she  was  a  daughter  of  old  Skinner  from  England  that  took 
up  the  land  now  owned  by  George  Windsor,  once  known  as  the  Byus 
farm,  five  miles  from  Cambridge  on  the  Week  road. 

This  statement  is  doubtless  correct,  as  the  whole 
account  is  unusually  accurate,  and  Mrs.  LeCompte  was  in  all 
probability  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Skinner  who  patented 
"Skinner's  Choice”  in  1670.

Moses  LeCompte  the  father  of  this  family,  became  blind 

when  about  twenty -two  years  of  age,  the  first  of  the  name  to 

become  blind  in  this  Country,  Of  his  eleven  children,  nine  of 

them  lost  their  eyesight.  Peter  and  Anthony  are  the  only  two 

of  the  family  to  retain  their  sight.  When  Moses  became  blind, 

Anthony  his  father  carried  him  to  Europe  to  have  his  eyes 

operated  upon  but  of  no  avail.  Op  the  descendants  of  this

branch  of  the  family,  forty-two  became  blind.  In  1819? 
nineteen  then  living  were  blind. 
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Moses  LaCompte  2nd  was  second  son  of  Moses  1st  and  Mary 
his  wife.  He  married  Levina  widow  of  Matthew  Driver  and  daughter 
of  Thomas  Patterson  and  2nd,  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Peter  Stokes. 

By  his  second  marriage  he  does  not  appear  to  have  had  issue.

Moses  LeCompte  the  4th  son  of  Moses  3rd  and  Nancy,  his 
wife,  was  born  in  October  1743  ahd  died  October  22nd,  1800. 

At  the  time  of  the  revolution,  he  embraced  the  patri¬ 
otic  side  and  in  January  1776,  was  appointed  Second  Lieutenant 
in  the  Dorchester  County  Militia. 

He  was  commissioned  February  12th,  1776  First  Lieu¬ 
tenant  in  Capt.  Joseph  Robinson’s  Minute  Company,  and  24th 
May  following,  was  appointed  to  the  same  position  in  Capt. 

Denwood  Hicks  Company.  (Md.  Archives  XI  110,  153?  441).

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Addenda 

The  history  compiled  by  Samuel  Eaton  LeGompte  was  based 
on  a  manuscript  written  in  1319  by  tv/o  blind  brothers,  Thomas 
and  Daniel  LeGompte.  It  is  stated  that  these  two  brothers, 
though  blind,  were  great  fishermen. 

Anthony  LeCompte  is  supposed  to  have  been  born  about  1611 

The  foregoing  history  would  indicate  that  Anthony  LeGompt 
brought  a  family  with  him  when  he  came  to  Maryland.  A  letter 
in  the  Goldsborough  collection  in  the  Maryland  Historical 
Society  from  Richard  Thomas  Bryan  to  H0n.  Henry  Goldsborough 
assumes  that  Anthony  LeCompte  and  Esther  Doatland  were  mar¬ 
ried  in  London  in  1649  or  I65O.  However,  another  record 
states  that  in  1661,  he  returned  to  France  where  he  met  his 
future  wife  and  took:  her  to  London.  The  Register  of  St. 
Helens  Church,  Bishopgate,  London,  records  the  marriage  on 
July  11,  1661  of  Anthony  LeCompte  to  Esther  Doatland  (or 
Dottando)  and  states  that  she  was  a  native  of  Dieppe,  Nor¬ 
mandy  . 

In  Browns ,l  Laws  of  Maryland  (1674)  appears  a  petition 
for  naturalization  of  Heater  Cordea,  born  Dieppe,  Normandy, 
John  LeCount,  Moses  LeCount,  Philip  LaCount,  Hester  LaCount 
and  Katherine  LaCount,  all  born  in  the  Province  of  Maryland. 
(Note  variation  in  spelling  of  name.) 

One  record  states  that  Anthony  LeCompte  settled  in  St0 
Mary’s  County  in  16 54  and  Dorchester  County  Jan.  17,  1659* 
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LeCompte  Property 

The  original  grant  to  Anthony  LeCompte  was  made  in 
I65S  for  75  A  and  later  increased  to  800  A  and  comprised 
a  large  part  of  what  is  known  as  CQstle  Haven  Neck,  be¬ 
tween  the  Choptank  Liver  and  LQComptes  Hay*  He  gave  it 
the  name  of  St.  Antonine.  Tracts  were  sold  or  willed  from 
time  to  time  until  only  146  A  were  left.  It  remained  in 
the  family,  except  for  a  brief  interval,  until  1925  when 
it  was  sold  by  Charles  iviitchell,  son  of  Araminta  LeCompte 
mitchell.  The  brief  interval  that  it  was  out  of  the  family 
was  from  Dec.  17,  1890  to  Oct.  21,  1891,  when  it  was  owned 
by  Alonzo  H.  Dennett.  His  equity  was  small  as  a  member  of 
the  LeCompte  family  held  a  large  mortgage  on  it.  Previous 
to  that  it  was  owned  by  Philip  I.  LeCompte  who  acquired  it 
by  will  from  his  father,  Samuel  LeCompte.  In  a  newspaper 
article  reporting  the  sale  in  1925,  it  was  referred  to  as 
"Compton".  The  deeds  refer  to  it  as  "St.  Anthony"  and 
state  that  it  was  located  on  Popes  Creek.  The  Creek,  a 
branch  of  LeComptes  Bay,  is  known  locally  as  Castle  Haven 
Creek. 

The  original  "mansion"  built  about  1660  was  destroyed 
by  fire  about  I895.  It  was  a  tall  brick  building  and  it 
is  assumed  that  the  bricks  were  brought  from  England,  ap¬ 
parently  it  was  never  a  beautiful  mansion.  The  first  floor 
was  high  above  the  ground  and  all  windows  high  from  the 
floor.  Tradition  had  it  that  it  was  built  that  way  to  pre¬ 
vent  prowling  Indians  from  seeing  into  the  building. 
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Other  properties  were  also  patented  to  Anthony  LeCompte.

Col.  Moses  LeCompte  (4)  first  son  of  Roses  (3)  of 
Taylors  Island,  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  Captain 
of  the  Second  Maryland  Volunteers. 

William  G.  LeCompte  (5)  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812. 

While  the  British  Wavy  was  blockading  the  Chesapeake  Bay 
during  the  War  of  1812,  a  ship  ran  aground  in  the  Little 
Choptank  River  and  was  captured  by  a  company  of  soldiers 
under  command  of  Captain  James  Stewart.  An  Act  of  Congress 
made  a  money  award  to  Captain  Stewart  and  associates  for 
gallantry  and  good  conduct  in  the  capture  of  this  ship.

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Blindness  in  LeCompte  Family 
The  first  LeCompte  to  go  blind  was  Moses,  second  son  of 
Anthony,  He  had  eleven  children  of  whom  nine  became  blind* 

At  least  two  of  the  fourth  generation  became  blind, 

A  clipping  from  the  Baltimore  American  of  Tan,  11,  189& 
in  the  file  of  The  Maryland  Historical  Society  read3  in  port 
"Daisy  Hubbard  from  Cambridge  is  in  the  Presbyterian  E.F.  and 
T.  Hospital  suffering  from  partial  blindness.  She  is  a  de¬ 
scendant  of  Anthony  LeCompte,  referred  to  as  "blind  LeC&mptes 
"Fiction  has  woven  a  story  around  the  sad  misfortune  of 
these  people,  but  while  it  is  a  myth,  it  is  interesting.  It 
is  said  that  four  generations  back  in  the  history  of  the 
family,'  a  black  eyed  woman  cursed  the  family  and  thereafter, 
every  black  eyed  member  has  gone  blind.  Daisy  had  blue  eyes. 
Dr.  Herbert  Harlan  who  operated  on  her,  also  operated  on  a 
cousin  13  years  before.  He  said  the  disease  is  glaucoma, 
which  usually  effects  older  people.

THE  COOK  FAMILY 

The  first  branch  of  the  Cooke  family  to  arrive  in  imiericon 
was  Sir  ^ndrew  Cooke  who  first  came  to  Maryland  sometime  prior 
to  1661,  for  in  that  year,  the  records  reveal  that  he  again 
was  in  Maryland.  Later  and  about  I664,  he  returned  to  London 
and  the  date  of  his  death  is  not  knov/n.  He  was  a  large  land- 
owner  in  Calvert,  Kent  and  Dorchester  Counties,  including 
1,000  acres  in  Dorchester  which  was  known  as  Cooks  Point. 
Annapolis  Land  Office  (I663-I665  Liber  BB  pp  27-28),  march 

'J* 

1662  show  "Andrew  Cooke  from  Thomas  S.  Grace  500  acres  of  land 
called  Maudlin  East  side  of  Chesapeake  Bay  and  on  branch  of 
river  called  Choptank".  The  consideration  was  7,000  pounds 
of  tobacco.  Sir  Andrew  Cooke  willed  Cooks  Point  to  son 
Andrew  in  whose  will  dated  Dec.  31,  1711,  it  was  left  to  his 
son  Ebenezer  and  daughter  Ann  to  share  and  share  alike,  lip- 
parent  ly  Andrew  (2)  was  never  in  America.  Ebenezer  sold  his 
half  interest  in  1714  to  a  nephew  Edward  and  Ann  sold  her  half 
to  Captain  Henry  Trippe  in  the  same  year.  In  the  latter  trans¬ 
fer,  it  is  called  "Maudlin"  and  "Moldia".  The  records  show 
the  latter  tract  to  be  234  acres. 

Hon.  Thomas  Cooke,  son  of  Sir  .undrew,  arrived  in  Maryland 
about  I669  and  in  168$  married  Anne  Brooke,  daughter  of  one 
Dr.  John  Brooke.  Dr.  John  Brooke  was  the  son  of  Michael  Brooke 
of  Calvert  County,  who  was  a  Justice  of  and  represented  the 
County  in  the  House  of  Burgesses.  Dr.  John  Brooke  was  a  Justice 
of  Dorchester  County  and  also  represented  it  in  the  House  of 
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Burgreeses  for  several  years «  Thomas  Cooke  brought  with  twelve 
persons  for  each  of  whom  he  received  fifty  acres  of  land.  This 
indicated  that  he  was  a  person  of  large  means  at  the  time.  His 
son  John  (1637-1729)  married  Mary  Peterkin,  daughter  of  David 
and  Mary  Peterkin, 

Dr.  Thomas  Cooke  (1723-1774)  married  in  1744  Margaret  Beck¬ 
with  who  was  a  descendant  of  Robert  Bruce,  They  had  four  sons 
in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  a  grandson  named  Anthony  LeCompte  * 
Cooke.  Dr.  Thomas  Cooke's  name  appeared  in  the  list  of  "Troops 
of  Horse"  in  1743  from  Talbot  County  (which  then  included  Dor¬ 
chester),  Margaret  Beckwith  was  the  daughter  of  Hon.  Henry 
Bechwith  and  ilary  Warner,  who  came  to  Dorchester  County  from 
Virginia  in  1669*  Mary  Warner  was  the  daughter  of  William 
Warner  and  Magdalene  Gary  Warner,  who  was  the  daughter  of 
Stephen  Gary  and  wife,  Clarice.  He  was  19th  in  line  from  Sir 
Hugh  de  Malebisse,  Lord  Clint  of  Yorkshire  at  the  time  of 
William  the  Conqueror.  Sir  Hugh  changed  his  name  to  Beckwith 
in  1226  because  he  married  Lady  Dame  Beckwith  Bruce,  daughter 
of  Sir  William  Bruce,  a  direct  descendant  from  Robert  Bruce 
of  Scotland o
